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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The invention relates to a method and apparatus 
producing a plastic product having a microstructured outer surface 
using a molding arrangement having at least mold parts moveable 
towards and away from each other and a predetermined volume of 
viscous polymerizable plastic material being supplied to a cavity 
formed between the mold parts after which polymerization of the 
plastic material occurs and following polymerization of the plastic 
material the mold parts are caused to move apart from each other to 
permit removal of the finished plastic product, the outer shape of the 
plastic product conforms to the inner shape of the mold cavity 
produced by the mold parts characterized in that the viscous 
polymerizable plastic material is supplied to the cavity around a hole 
pertaining to the finished plastic product wherein the viscous plastic 
material is distributed in a direction from the hole towards the 
peripheral edge area of the plastic product being produced. The 
plastic material being supplied around the centrally placed hole which 
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spreads in a radiai direction is essentiai in tiie production of a 
symmetrical disc wliicli is provided by the method and apparatus as 
claimed. The method and apparatus as claimed has not been taught 
nor fairly suggested either singularly or in combination by the prior art.
